Were it not an abhomtnable ſigbt 
tvat the mylide ofa man ſhulde be 
in a beaſtes body? as we haue read 
that Circes when ſhe had enchali⸗ 
ted men wyth her wytchcratt, dyd 
tyrnethem into Lions, veares, and 
ſwpne. ſo tyat yet ther ſhuld be ſtil 
in them the mynde of a man, which 
thyng Apuleus wꝛote to haue hap⸗ 
pened to hym ſelte, and Auſt(n alſo 
batye beleued that men hau: bene 
turned into wolues. Who could a⸗ 
byde to be called the father ol ſuch 
a monſter. But it is a moꝛe meruey 
lous monſter that a beaſtes mynde 
chulde be tu a mans bodpe, and yet 
do very many pleaſe them ſelues in 
ſuc he chyldꝛen, and bothe the fa⸗ 
thers ſeme, and the common people 
thynke ſuc he to be verye wiſe. é

And how greatly ercrcife auaileth 
that notadie ſaying of the old wiſe 
man, ineſpeciallye pꝛoueth, that he 
aſcribeth all tbynges to diligence 
and ſtudy. But labour, ſap thep, is 

nok 
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not mecte foz a teuder age, c what 
readines to lerne can be in childzen 
mhych pet (carſe knowe that they 
are men: J wyll anſwere to bothe 
theſe tbinges in few woꝛdes. Dow 
agteeth it that that age (hulde bee 
counted viimecte foz learupuge, 
whych is nowe apte lo learue good 
manners? But as there be rudimen⸗ 
tes of vettue, ſo be there alſo of ſci⸗ 
tences. P iloſoph bath his infan- 
tie, hys poutbe, and rype age. an 
hozlecolt, which fozrhwpth ſhew⸗ 
eth his gentle kynd is not ſtraight 
way loꝛced wyth che bytte to cary 
on hys barke au armed manns, but 
wyth eaſy exertiſes he learneth the 
faſhton of warre. The calfe that is 
appovited to the plowgbe, ts not 
ſtrapght wapes laden wyth werpe 
yackes, noz pꝛycked wyth charpe 
godes, but as Uit gyl bath elegant 
lye taught: n ꝛſt thep knyt aboute 
his necke circles made of tender 
twygges, and after when his free 
necke bat be bene accuſtumed co do 
ſeruice, they make rounde boopes 
mete, when they bs wꝛytbt, iopne 
apayze ol mecte ons together, _ 
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ſo cauſe the ponge bevfers to gooe 
fozwacdes, and often tymes thep 
make them to dꝛaw an empty carr, 
and ſleightlr go awaye, but aftcrs 
wards they ſer on a gteat heauy ar 
elttee of btecbe, and make them to 
dt aw a great plough beame of pꝛd. 
Plowmen can ſhyll bowe to han⸗ 
dell exen in pouthe, aud attemper 
theit ererci(es afrer their ſtreugtiy 
muche moꝛe diligeuily ought this 
to be done in bꝛinging vp our cbil⸗ 
dꝛen. Furthetmoꝛe the proutdFceof 
natute hath geuen vnto little ons a 
cer ten mere habilitie. An infant ts 
not pet meete to wbome thou 1:{- 
deſt reade 5 offices ot Cicero, oz the 
Ethickes of Ar iitot le, oz the mo zal 
bokes ot Seneca oꝛ Plutarche, oz 
the epiſtels of Paule, J confelle, 
but yet if be do any t hyng vncomly 
at the table, he is monyſhed, and 
when be is monyſhed, be faſhicneth 
bym ſelte to do as he is taught. De 
is bꝛought into the temple, be ler⸗ 
neth to bowe bis kne, to bolde hys 
handes maueriv, to put of hys cap, 
and to faſhion all the behaucour of 


bys bodie to woꝛſhyp Bod. heis cd 
maũded

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maunded to holde hys peace when 
miſteries be ia dopug, and to turne 
hys eyes to the alter. Theſe rudi- 
mentes ot modeſtpe and ver tue the 
childe lerneth defoꝛe he can ſpeake, 
which becauſe they ſt icke fait vnt il 
ge be eldec, they pꝛofit ſomwhac to 
true religtõ. Ther is no differẽce to 
a chyld when he is firſt boꝛne, be⸗ 
twene his partes & ſtraungers. A 
non after be learneth to knowe his 
mother, æ atter his father. De lear 
neth by litſe e lit le tu teue tẽce tht, 
he learnetb to obey them, & to loue 
the. De vnlernet o to be augrye, to 
be aut ged, & when heis biddẽ kyſſe 
thẽ tynt He is ãg ry withal. he doth 
it, a unlerneth to bable out of mea 
ſure. Helerneth tor iſe vp, s geue te 
ucreute to an old mã, æ to put ot his 
tap at ᷣ image ot the crucifix. Thei 
that thinke p theſe lytle rudtmettes 
help nothing to vettue, in my mind 
be great ly decctued. A certk ponge 
man wh ẽ he was rebuked of Plato 
becauſe he had plated at dice coplat 
ned p he was ſo bitter ly cHibds. foꝛ 
lo lit le harme. Th quod Plato, al⸗ 
though it be but ſmal hurt to plap 
at dice, yet is it great Hurt to bſe it. 
As 
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As it is therefoze a greate euyll to 
accuſtume thy ſelte to eupl, ſo to vſe 
thy ſel e toſmall good thynges is 
a greate good. And that tender age 
is ſomuche the moꝛe apte to learne 
theſe thyngs, becauſe of it ſelfe it is 
plyaunt vnto all faſhions, becauſe 
it is not per occupyed wyth vyce, 
and is glad to folowe, if you ſhewe 
it to do any thinge. Aud as cõmon⸗ 
lye it accuſtumeth it ſelte to vyce, 
oz euer it underſtand what vyce is, 
ſo wyth lyke eaſynes mape it be ac 


cuſtumed to vertue. And it is beſte 
to vſe mane euen at the fyꝛſi. 


That fachion wyll endure longe, to 
the which you make the empty and 
teuder myube. Dozacc wꝛote that 
it you tbzuſte oute nature wytb a 
fozke.yet wyll it ſtyll come againe. 
De wꝛot it and that very truly, dut 
de wꝛote it ol an olde tte. Therfoze 
the wiſe buſband man wil ſtraight 
wape faſhion the plante after that 
maner whyche ve wyll baue tarye 
fo; euer when it is atree. It wyll 
ſoone turne in to nature, that you 
powze in tyꝛſte oi all. Claye it᷑ it be 
to moyſte wyl not kepe the fa _ 

tdat 
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that is pꝛynted in it:the ware may 
be ſo ſofte that nothynge can bee 
made of it. But ſcatſe ts there aup 
age ſo tender that is not able to te 
ccyue learnpng. No age ſapth Se⸗ 
neca, ts to late to leatue: whether 
that be ttue oʒ uo J wot not, ſurely 
elderly age is very hac de to leatne 
ſome toyngs. This is doutles, that 
no age is (0 yonge but it is apte to 
bc taugt, ie ſpeciallp thoſe chyn- 
ges vuto the whych natute bathe 
made dos, ſoꝛ as A ſapd;fo; thys pur 
poſe the bath gruen a certeu peculi 
er de ſyꝛe of folawpng, that what ſo 
tut r the haue herde oz ſeene, t hep 
deſyze to do the lyke, and teioyſe 
when they thynke they can do any 
thyng:a man wolde ſape they wer 
apes. And of thys tpſeththe fyꝛſte 
coutccture ot their wyt and aptnes 
to be taugbte. Therefsze aſſone ag 
the man chyld is boꝛne, anone be is 
apte to lerne maners.Atter wh# he 
bath begon to ſpeake, he is mete to 
be taught letters. Of what toynge 
regarde is ſyrſte to be bad, areadis 
nes by # by is geuen to lerng it. Foz

But ui caſe it were Heſtodus, with 
but doute yet no maus àuthozitie 
oug hte to be of ſuc he toꝛce vnto us, 
that we ſhulde rot folowe the bet⸗ 
ter it it bee ſhewed vs. Dowebeit 
who ſocuer wer of toys mynd, they 
meant not thys, that all thys time 
vntyll ſeuen yeres (hulde bee quite 
vopde of teachyng, but that befoze 
that tyme cayldꝛen ſhulde not bee 
troubled wyth the laboure ok ſtu⸗ 
dies, in the whych certeine cediouſ-

ſo much bꝛoug bt vp iu the mot bers 
lappe, as iu tbe motyers comunica 
cion. So they? fyꝛſte ſcholyug was 
to them the mothers lap. Lelia al- 
ſo expꝛeſſed in ber goodly calze the 
eloquence of her father Catius. And 
what marueile. While ſhe was yer 
ponge the was dyed wytb ber fa- 
thers communicacion, euen when 
(he mas bozne iu bis atmes. The 
ſame happened tocbe two ſiſtets, 
Mucia and Licinia, neeces vnto 
Caius. Specially is pꝛapſed the ele 
gauce of Licima in ſpeakpug, whi⸗ 
che was the daugbter of Lucius 
Craſſus, one Scipios wyfe as J 
weene. What nedes many words? 
All che houſe and all the kyntede⸗ 
uei to the nepbeus, and theit co⸗ 
ſyns dyd often expꝛeſſe elegance of 
their foe fathers in attificiall and 
cunnyug ſpeakpug. The daughter 
of Quintus Hoztenctus ſo mow 

ed 
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cd her fathers eloquence,that thee 
was louge ago an ozacion of bers 
to le, that ſhe made veloze the offi- 
cers called Triumutti, not ouly (as 
Fabius ſayth) to the pʒ ayte ot wo⸗ 
maukpud. To ſpeake withour faut 
no litle helpe bꝛyugę 8ffo the noux⸗ 
ſes, rxutoꝛs, and playe (elywes . az 
as toucbing the tongea, ſogreatas 
che readies ol that age to leacue 
them, that withia a ew monet bes 
acbylde of Sermaupmaye learue 
Freuc be, and that wbyle be dothe 
other thinges alla: negther dotbe 
that thynge come euer better to 
paſſe then tu rube and rerye ponge 
per es. And if this came to paſſe in 
n barbarous and viiruted tonge, 
whych wzyreth other wyſe then it 
ſpeaketh, and the whpch bathe ypg 
ſchziches and wozdes ſcarſe of a 
man, bowe muche moꝛe eaſcly wp] 
it be done in the Greeke oꝛ Latine 
tonge? Rpug Mitbzidates is tead 
to haue pet fit v Rnowen.rxii.ton⸗ 
ges, ſo that he could plead the lawe 
ts euerp nacton in their owne ton- 
ges wythoute ane tuterpꝛeter. 
Theimmiltocles within a peres ſpace 
I. i. lerned 


(zene wbhych haue had good ſucceM 
in lernynge the tonges when they 
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lerned per fitely the Perſians tong 
becauſe he wolde the better cõmen 
wyth t de kyng. It ſũwhat old age 
can do that, what is to be hoped fo; 
ofa chylde . And all this buſineſſt 
ſtandeth ſpectally in two thynges, 
memoꝛpt, and imitacion. We haue 
ſhewed be ſoze alredy that tocte is 
a certein naturall greate deſpꝛe in 
chyldꝛen to folowe other, and very 
wyſe men wꝛyte that memoꝛie in 
chyldꝛen is ver pe ſute in boldinge 
taſte:aud it we diſtruſt their autho 
ritte, experience it ſelfe wpll pꝛoue 
it vnto vs. A hoſe thynges tbat be 
haue ſeene beyng chyldꝛen, chepſo 
abide in out mindes, as chough we 
had ſene them yeiterdate.

Furthermoze Howe ewe haue we 


were olde? Aud if lome haue wel 
ſpedde them in knoweledge, yet 
the rigbt ſound and pzonunctacion 
bath chaunſed either to none, oꝛto 
ves y few. Foꝛt ate ecamples be uo 
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common rules. Neytycr foꝛ thys 
muſle we call chyldzen to ſetue the 
touges alter ſixtene pete olde, be- 
cauſe that the elder Cato lerneo la 


tine, and Breeke, when be was thze 


ſtoꝛe aud ten petes olde. But Cato 
of Atica muche vetter lerued then 
the other and moꝛe eloquent, when 
he was achylde was continuallye 
wyth hys maſter Sarpedo. dub 
bece we ought ſo much the moꝛe to 
take heede, vecauſe that pouge age 
led rather by ſenſe then tudgemet, 
wyll aTone oz peraduentuce (oner 
lerne leudnes EihingsÞ be naught 
Yea we fo2ger ſoner good thinges 
the naught. Gentile philoſophers 
eſpyed that, @meruepled at it, and 
tould not ſearch out the cauſe, wbi⸗ 
che chꝛiſtt philoſophers baue ew 
eb vuto vs: which tclketh p this re⸗ 
dines to milchieſe is ſetteled in vs 
of Adam the firſt father of mãkind. 
Thys thynge as it can not be falſe, 
ſo is it very true, that the greateſte 
parte ol this euyll cdmet ij ot leude 
and naughty bꝛyngyng vp, ineſpe⸗ 
ciallye of tender pouthe, whyche is 


plytable to cuerye thynge.

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We fynd tn wꝛityng that great Ac 
lexander lerned certeine fautesvf 
bys maſter Leonides, wypebe'vye 
could not teaue when ye was well 
grow? vo, and a great Emperour. 
Thec toꝛe as long as amonge the la 
tines floꝛyſhed that olde ver tuouſ⸗ 
nes of geod maners, chyldzen were 
not committed to anHyzelynge to 
be taught, bur were taughte of the 
parentes tem ſelues & thetr kinſ⸗ 
tolke, as oſ their vncles both by fa⸗ 
ther and motyer, of the graundfaz 
thers,as Plutarch ſayth:Foz they 
thought tt eſpectally perreyned to 
the honour of their kpnred, if they 
bad very manye ercellentIpc well 
ſeene in liberall knowledge, where 
as now adayes all nobilit ie aimoſt 
ſcãdet h in painted # grauen armes, 
dauncing, buntynge, and dicynge. 
Spurius Carbilius of a bond man 
made free, whoſe patrone Carbili⸗ 
us bought in tbe fyt ſte example ot 
diuoꝛte, is repoꝛted to be the fyzſte 
that taught an opt grãmer ſchole. 
Be toꝛe thys tyme it was counted 
a verye vertuous officeifeucry mi

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and lernyng. No we is thys they? 
oulye cate, to ſceke foz theit chyld a 
wyle wyth a good dowꝛye. That 
doue, dbey thynke they haue done 
all that belougeth to a father. But 
as the woꝛlo is alwapes redy to be 
woꝛſe and wozie, dapntiucs hathe 
perſwaded vs to comunt this office 
to a tuter that is one of our houſe⸗ 
holoe, aud a geutlemau is put to be 
taugt of a ſetuaunte, qu whyche 
tbpyuge in deede, if we wolde take 
heede wyom we cyolc,the ieopardy 
were ſo muc ve the tete, bvecauſe the 
teacher liued not onlp iu Þ fathers 
ſyght, but alſo wer vuder hys pow 
et it be dpd amyſſe.

In pꝛoceſſe ot tyme it chall come to 
palle that the chyld whych t̃yꝛſt be 
gan to loue leruyng fo; the maſters 
ſake, attet wards ſhall loue the ma⸗ 
ter becauſe ot leruyng. Foz as ma⸗ 
ny giſtes are vec dete vuto vs eut 
fo; thys cauſe, that they come from 
them whome wee louc bertelye: ſo 
lerupng, to whom it can not pet be 
pleaſauut thozowe diſcreſcion, pet 
to them it is acceptable foz the loue 
they beate to the teacher. It was 
very well ſpoken of Aſoctates that 
he lerueth very much, whych is de⸗ 
ſtrous of leruyng.

There be rehearſed meruclous ex⸗ 
amples of ſeruaunts toward their 
maſters, whome verely they ſhulde 
not haue founde ſuch if they badde 
kept them vnder ouly by ſttppes. 
A ſeruaunt it he be coꝛrigible is bet 
ter amended by monictons , by ho- 
neltte , # good turnes, then by ſtti⸗ 
pes : if he be paſte amendemente, 
he is hardened to extreme miſchiet 
and epther wyll runne awape and 
rob hys maſter, oꝛ by Come craft go 
aboute his maſtcrs deatbe.

ſters go avoute tyys thynge , ſo to 
vſe their ſeruaunies,that tyct ſhuld 
ſerue them well and gentip, and in 
ſtede ot letuantes hed rather haue 
them fre men, how ſhametul is it bi 
bzyngyng vp, to make ſeruantes of 
thoſe that be gentle and free by na 
ture? ot wythout cauſe dotye the 
olde maune ui tbe comedie thyuke 
that there is greate difference be⸗ 
twirte a maſter and a father. The 
maſter only compelleth, the father 
by boueſtie and gentelnes accuſtu- 
metb bes ſonne, todo well ol hys 
owue mpade, rather then by feare 
of an other: and that he ſhulde bee 
all one in bys pꝛeſence aud behind 
bys backe. De that can not do this 
ſayth be, lette bym coufeſſe that he 
can not rule chyldꝛen.

And wꝛytyng 
to the Epocſiaus, he monyſherb the 
maſters to remitte they? bytter⸗ 
neffe agapuſt they; ſeruauutes,and 
their tyzeatnpiuges,,retnembyynge 
that they ate rather felow ſeruaun 
tes then maſters, becauſe they both 
haue a common maſtcr in heauen, 
wbyche as well wyll punpche the 
maſters it tcp do ampſſe, as the 
ſeruauntes.

In ſomucy he wyll not haue them 
beaten llauychely, he comaunderhy 
all cruelitpe and byticrnes to be az 
waye from our monictous and chy 
dyng. Jou fathers ſaythe he, pꝛo⸗ 
uoke not your chyldzen to auger, 
hut bziug them vp in diſcipline and 
chaſtiſyng of the Lozde. And what 
the diſcipline of the lozde is, be Tal 
ſoone ſe that wyll conſidex, wyth 
what gentlenes, what meckenes, 
what charitte the Lozd Jeſus hath 
taught, ſuffcred, and noꝛyſhed and 
bꝛought vn by litle and lytle his dif 
ciples. The lawes of man do tem⸗ 
per the fathers power: the ſame 
alſo permit vnto the ſeruauntes an 
accton of euyll handlyng, and from 
whence tben commeth thys cruel= 
tye amongꝭ chꝛiſten men? In time 
paſte one Auron a kulight of Rome, 
whyleſt he wente about tv amende 
hys ſonne by beatynge hym vume⸗ 
ſurably,bckyllcd him. That cruei⸗ 
tye ſo moued the people, that tbs 


fathers and chyl dꝛen haled hym in 

to tbe market place, æ al to be pzicz 

ked hym, thꝛuſt bim in wyth theyꝛ 

wꝛytyng pinnes, notyynge _ 
| — 
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ding the dignitie of his knighthod, 
aud Octauus Auguſtus dad much 
a do to ſaucyym. But now a dates 
hoboe ajany Auxous do we (ce wbi 
che thoꝛowe cruell bratynge, hurte 
the chyldzeus beaithe, make them 
due eyed, weaken them, and ſome⸗ 
tyme kyll them. Noddcs ſerue not 
to ſome ineuscrueltie, they turne 
them and beate the wyty the great 
ende, tbey geue tem butfettes, aud 
ſtt yke the ponge ons wyth their fi⸗ 
ſtes, oꝛ whal ſocuer is next at hand 
they ſnatche it, and daſhe it vpon 
them. It is told in the lawe, that a 
certeu lowter, when he lapd one of 
his ſowcers vpon the hyuder parte 
ol the heade wyth a laſte, be ſtroke 
oute ont af hys epes; and that fo2 
that deede He was puny thed by the 
lawe. What Hall we (ape of them 
whyche beſide their beatiuges, do 
the ſhametull deſoite alſo : wo'de 
neuer haue beleued it, excepte both 
J had knowen tbe chylde, and the 
doct of this crueltie perfitelpe. 
A chylde pet ſcante. xu. ycte olde, 
whole Yoneſte partnies had bone 
good to his maſter, thep bandled ſo 
cruellp

truellpe, that ſcarſe anye ſuche ti⸗ 
raunt as was Mezencius ba- 
laris coulde do moꝛe cruelly. They 
caſte ſo much mans donge in to the 
childes moutb p ſcarſety he coulde 
ſpit, du was cñpelted to ſwallowe 
douue a great parte of it. What ti⸗ 
taunt dyd euer ſuche kynde ofde- 
ſpygbt2 after ſuche dapnttes, they 
exercyſed ſuche loꝛdelpnes. The 
chylde naked was hanged vp wyth 
co:des by Þ atmeholes, as though 
be hadde bene a ſtronge thyefe, and 
there is amonge the Bermancs no 
kynde ot puniſhement moꝛe abbo;- 
ted then thys. Anone as he honge, 
they all to beat hym wyth roddes, 
almoſte euen tyll deathe. Fox the 
moꝛe the chylde denyed the thynge 
that be dyd not, ſo muche the moze 
dyd they beate hym. Put alfo to 
tbys, the tozmentour hym ſekfe al⸗ 
moſte moꝛe to be feared then the ve 
rie punyſhemente, hys eres lyke a 
ſer ente, by narowe and wꝛythen 
mauth bs ſhar pe voyce lyke a ſpi⸗ 
ti te, hys face wanne and pale, bys 
bead toulyng about ,thzeatntnges 
and rebukes che as they 9 in

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made bp Fraſmus. 
thepꝛ anger: a manne wolde haue 
thought it a fur ie out of hei. What 
ſolowen: anont after this puniſhe⸗ 
ment the chyld fel ſicke, with great 
ieopardye both of mpude and iyfe. 
Then thts tozmentour degan fp2ſt 
to complapne, he wꝛote to hys fa- 
ther to take awape bys ſonne as 


ſoue as could be, and that he had be 


gowed as much phiſicke vpon him 


'as be coulde, but in vapue vpon the 


chylde that was paſte remedpe. 
hen the ſickens of the body was 
ſomewhat put away by medictnes, 
pct was the minde ſo aſtonted, that 
we fearcd leſte he wold neuer come 
agapne to the olde ſtrength ot hys 
mynd. Neither was thys p cruclty 
of one dape, as longe as the chiide 
dwelte myth hym there paſſed no 
daye but he was cruellh beat once 
92 twiſe. q know ß ſuſpecteſt o rea⸗ 
der, that it was an hapnouſe faute, 
wherunto ſo cruel] remedie was v⸗ 
ſed.

He that played thys plape was a 
cyylde bozne to all myſci;icfe, whꝛ⸗ 
che by other vngracious deedes af- 
ter wardes, made men beleue the c- 
ther to be true tbat were done be⸗ 
toꝛe. And he was nephewe by the 
ſyſtets ſyde to:this mad docter:euẽ 
then playing a part befoꝛe to theſe 
thyngs whych ſouldiers are wont 
to do in bataile 02 tobbynge.

beleue that the cbildwas th a good 
and dil: gent maker, when in deede 
he bwelte wyth a boucher, # was 
cunitnually in companp, and made 
dꝛudge with 8 man that was halte 
mad, and continually ſicke. Thus 
faugzinge mote his Kpuſeman then 
hyinby wham he had ſo much pꝛo⸗ 
fite, the ſuſpicion was layde pon 
the harmeles, to whom they aſctt- 
bed ſo muche malice that he wolde 
teate ànd defile his owne garmen⸗ 
tes to auoide ſuſpicion if any ſuche 
thyng had bene done.

Doubtles hereof came chat molt 
perlite knoweledge that ye bad in | 
all the ſeuen ſciences, ⁊ his ſo mar- | 
ueylous eloquence, that in verſe he i 
was both an excellente ozatoute, & 
| alſo a Poet. In thys our time tber 
wãtet not cxemples of good bzin⸗ 
ging vp(although tbei be vert few) 
e p as wel in womk as me, Politia 
pꝛailed þ wit of ß maidẽ Caſſadꝛa. 
Aud what is moze mariyucyious thi 
1 U:\inus a childe ok. xii.petes olde? 
fo: the remẽbꝛaunce of him, be alſo 
ina very cligate epiſtie put in eter⸗ 
nall memoꝛpe. Bow lewe men (al 
vou 10we ſynd, whicbe at euc tine 
ve able to endite two epiſtles to (95 
manpe notartes, that tbe ſẽtence in 
ener ye one do agree, an that there 
ſhoulde bappen no inconneniente 
ſpe ache. That chylde did it in fpue 
epiſtles & gaue tbe argumeiites wz 
out any ſtudy,; æ was nor pꝛepated 
toe had to doit. Some men when 
they ſe theſe things, thinking that 
thei paſſe al mens ſtrength, aſcribe 
it to witchcrakt.

By ſuch wytchcrafce Alexander 
the greate, whan he was a ponge 
man, beides eloquence, was perkfit 
in al the parts of Philoſophic, and 
except the loue of wartes, c ſwete⸗ 
nes to raygne bad quite raught a⸗ 
wap his inclinatis, be might haue 
bene counted the cbieſe among the 
bee Philoſophcrs, By thcſame 
meanes Caius Leſar beinge bur a 
ponge man, was ſo cloquenr e wel 
ſene in the mathematical ſciences.
